Subject:  Perkins V Reporting and FY 2020 Manual Updates

On July 31, 2018, the Strengthening Career and Technical Education for the
21° Century Act (also referred to as Perkins V) was signed into law. The
Texas Higher Education Coordinating Board (THECB) has worked with the
United States Department of Education and other states this winter to refine
definitions and discuss methodologies for the implementation of new federal
data reporting requirements outlined in the law. These changes will
necessitate additional data collection for FY 2020 reporting.

Manual Updates

The new law requires several changes to the list of special populations
reported in the following reports: CBM001, CBM0OOA, and CBMOE1. Special
population groups will be added to these reports, including: homeless
individuals, youth who are in or have aged out of the foster care system, out-
of-workforce individuals, and youth with a parent who is a member of the
armed forces and is on active duty.

Our fall 2018 memo contained instructions for reporting all developmental
education hours (funded and non-funded). Two-year institutions require an
additional item option on the CBMOOS to report developmental education
hours taken by students that have yet to graduate high school as per TAC
§9.146 and §9.125.

Additionally, minor edits will be made to the special population groups:
“limited English proficiency” and “single parents.” “Limited English proficiency”
will change to “English learner,” and “single parents” will add single pregnant
women to the current single parent definition. Finally, the category “displaced
homemaker” will be deleted, as this population will be subsumed under the
“out-of-workforce individuals” population.
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A document with detailed definitions stated or referenced in the Perkins V
law is attached, and a list of reports and items that will be affected by the
context provided above is included below.

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Finally, I'd like to personally thank all institutional reporting staff for the
improvements we observed in timely reporting of data this past fall. As a
reminder, the following schedule will be followed this spring for notifying
chief reporting officials, institutional liaisons to the THECB, and presidents
regarding overdue data submission. As noted, adjustments may be made for
schools in the 8 week pilot.

1. The EDC Data Analyst will telephone or email the Reporting Official if
there has been no initial submission of a specific report within 2 weeks of the
due date or if a specific report is not received within two days after the
certification date.

2. An email from the Director of the Educational Data Center will be sent
to the Chief Reporting Official if the report has not been received and
certified by April 1st.

3. An inquiry letter will be emailed to the THECB liaison from the Assistant
Commissioner if the report has not been received and certified by April 8th.
The Chief Reporting Official will be copied.

4. A letter indicating that the certification of the CB report is delinquent
will be emailed to the President from the Assistant Commissioner if the report
has not been certified by April 15th.

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Definitions in or referenced in the Strengthening Career and Technical Education for the 21st
Century Act (Perkins V):

Armed Forces
Excerpt from section 101(a)(4) of title 10, United States Code:

The term “armed forces” means the Army, Navy, Air Force, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard.

Active Duty
Excerpt from section 101(d)(1) of title 10, United States Code:

The term “active duty” means full-time duty in the active military service of the United States. Such term
includes full-time training duty, annual training duty, and attendance, while in the active military service,
at a school designated as a service school by law or by the Secretary of the military department
concerned. Such term does not include full-time National Guard duty.

English learner
Excerpt from Strengthening Career and Technical Education for the 21st Century Act (Perkins V):
The term 'English learner’ means—

(A) a secondary school student who is an English learner, as defined in section 8101 of the
Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 1965, or

(B) an adult or an out-of-school youth who has limited ability in speaking, reading, writing, or
understanding the English language and— (i) whose native language is a language other than
English; or (ii) who lives in a family environment or community in which a language other than

English Is the dominant language.

Homeless Youth:

Excerpt from section 725 of the McKinney-Vento Homeless Assistance Act (42 U.S.C. 11434a):

(2) The term homeless children and youths' —

(A) means individuals who lack a fixed, regular, and adequate nighttime residence (within the
meaning of section 103(a)(1)); and

(B) includes —

(i) children and youths who are sharing the housing of other persons due to loss of
housing, economic hardship, or a similar reason; are living in motels, hotels, trailer parks,
or camping grounds due to the lack of alternative adequate accommodations; are living

in emergency or transitional shelters; are abandoned in hospitals; or are awaiting foster
care placement;

(if) children and youths who have a primary nighttime residence that is a public or
private place not designed for or ordinarily used as a regular sleeping accommodation for
human beings (within the meaning of section 103(a)(2)(C)),

(iii) children and youths who are living in cars, parks, public spaces, abandoned
buildings, substandard housing, bus or train stations, or similar settings; and

(iv) migratory children (as such term is defined in section 1309 of the Elementary and
Secondary Education Act of 1965) who qualify as homeless for the purposes of this
subtitle because the children are living in circumstances described in clauses (i) through

(ifi).

Excerpt from Section 1309 of the Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 1965:

(3) MIGRATORY CHILD.—The term “migratory child” means a child or youth who made a
qualifying move in the preceding 36 months—(A) as a migratory agricultural worker or a
migratory fisher; or (B) with, or to join, a parent or spouse who is a migratory agricultural worker
or a migratory fisher."

Out-of-workforce individual
Excerpt from Strengthening Career and Technical Education for the 21st Century Act (Perkins V):
The term ‘out-of-workforce individual’ means—

(A) an individual who is a displaced homemaker, as defined in section 3 of the Workforce
Innovation and Opportunity Act (29 U.S.C. 3102); or

(B) an individual who— (i) (I) has worked primarily without remuneration to care for a home and
family, and for that reason has diminished marketable skills; or (II) is a parent whose youngest
dependent child will become ineligible to receive assistance under part A of title 1V of the Social

Security Act (42 U.S.C. 601 et seq.) not later than 2 years after the date on which the parent
applies for assistance under such title; and (i) is unemployed or underemployed and is
experiencing difficulty in obtaining or upgrading employment.

Excerpt from Workforce Innovation and Opportunity Act:

(16) DISPLACED HOMEMAKER.—The term “displaced homemaker” means an individual who has
been providing unpaid services to family members in the home and who—

(A)(i) has been dependent on the income of another family member but is no longer supported
by that income; or (ii) is the dependent spouse of a member of the Armed Forces on active duty
(as defined in section 101(d)(1) of title 10, United States Code) and whose family income is
significantly reduced because of a deployment (as defined in section 991(b) of title 10, United
States Code, or pursuant to paragraph (4) of such section), a call or order to active duty
pursuant to a provision of law referred to in section 101(a)(13)(B) of title 10, United States Code,
a permanent change of station, or the service-connected (as defined in section 101(16) of title
38, United States Code) death or disability of the member; and

(B) is unemployed or underemployed and is experiencing difficulty in obtaining or upgrading
employment.
